Like  the  symbol  above,  the  activities  of  the 
College  of  Continuing  Education  are  focused 
within  the  uncompleted  circle  of  education. 
Dedicated  to  the  continuing  collegiate  education 
of  adults,  this  college  is  concerned  with  those 
students  whose  full-time  occupations  are  other 
than  the  pursuit  of  their  education. 

Many  adults  have  begun  college  programs  they 
were  unable  to  complete,  Others  may  have 
embarked  upon  careers,  advancement  in  which 
requires  additional  studies.

FOREIGN  LANGUAGE

Program 

Intensive  program  combines  lecture  courses 
and  refresher  workshops  in  the  modern  methods 
of  teaching  German,  Russian,  and  Spanish  on 
the  secondary  school  and  college  levels.  The 
program  may  be  taken  in  full  or  in  part.  Full- 
time participants  in  the  Institute  take  37.500, 
the  first  part  of  their  language  course,  and  the 
respective  workshop  during  the  first  session. 
During  the  second  session,  they  take  37.507 
and  the  second  part  of  their  language  course 
and  workshop.  A  certificate  is  issued  upon 
successful  completion  of  each  session  of  the 
Institute.
